IN TWENTY-NINE REGIONS 





HOLIDAY SEASON BOOSTS SPENDING 


Heralding the holiday season, the 
demand for many seasonal goods in- 
creased noticeably during the first half 
of December. Shoppers spent moder- 
ately more in retail stores than during 
the similar period of 1949. The inter- 
est in many consumer durables waned 
perceptibly as shoppers turned their at- 
tention increasingly to gift items such 
as haberdashery, accessories, toys, nov- 
elues, and confections. 

The volume of consumer spending 
in November dipped slightly according 
to the seasonally adjusted Dun’s Re- 
view Regional Trade Barometer. The 
preliminary barometer for November 
at 306.4 (1935-1939—100) was 4.5 per 
cent below the previous month, but 10.7 
per cent higher than in November 1949. 
It was 16.7 per cent below the all-time 


peak in July 1950, the month of wide- 


spread “scare buying.” 

The aggregate volume of retail sales 
in November, $11.7 billion, was very 
slightly*below that of the preceding 
month; however, it was perceptibly 
higher than the $10.9 billion in the same 
1949 month. 

In October the barometer attained 
the highest level yet recorded for that 
month; while the final figure dipped 
1.7 per cent during the month, it was 
12.4 per cent above a year ago. 

More than half of the barometers de- 
clined from September to October; the 
changes ranged from down 11.5 per 
cent in the Florida Region (21) to up 
13.9 per cent in the Northern New Jer- 
sey Region (5). 

For the first time in five months one 
of the barometers was below the level 
of a year earlier. The year-to-year 
changes ranged from down 0.5 per cent 
in the Florida Region (21) to up 30.8 
per cent in the Pittsburgh Region (8). 
The highest barometer was that for the 
Atlanta and Birmingham Region (20) 
and the lowest was for the New York 
City Region (2).
